But he asked the farmer - 
to be concerned about the city 
laborer and for the city laborer 
about the farmer and promised 


a “reasonable degree of prosper- . 


ity.” 


He said once farmers and wor- 
kers get together to find a-solu- 
tion to their problems things are 
going to happen. 


The Governor pointed out 
that it is necessary to work to- 
gether because “we can’t have 
one economy in good health 
and the other in poor health.” 


The Governor hinted at the 
rapidly. growing trend for small 
farmers to give ‘up and find other 
jobs, while larger farmers ac- 


- quire more farmland. 


He spoke of a future mono- 
_poly if some way isn’t found to 
keep the family-type farmer 
on the farm. 


He sees the solution to this in 


some form of a suitable parity © 


program for farmers.

Orchard 
Notes 


By C. Fairman EE 


Many times the question comes up as to what it costs to. produce 
a bushel of apples or other fruit. That takes the price of the land the 
trees are planted on, the time it takes for the trees to come in bear- 
ing, cost of labor, materials, ete., varieties etc. nursery stock, equip- 


ment and many other items. 


Usually the grower starts to figure and then gives up. Farther 
down East, many apple growers fell by the wayside, especially those 
that had marzinal orchards, trees too old or poor.varieties or poor 
soil or site. Eustern processors are announcing very attractive prices 
as stated in the press. This reflects better prices for Michiganders. 

On the other hand, spray materials are higher, labor equipment 
ate. also. On this particular year it costs more to control apple scab 
and these late years insects are more numerous and considering all 
fruit, there are more species of insects. 

However, this is all interesting to the tree fruit grower as he loves: 


his art much more than money! 


Protect Seed 
Against Flies 

Keep your seed wheat in a 
sack or a bin until you’re sure 


the Hessian fly will give you no 
trouble. 


That’s a suggestion from Ed 
Rebman, Charlevoix county 
agricultural agent. The fly- 
free date for Charlevoix coun- 
ty is September 3, according 
to word from.Ray Janes, Mi- 
chigan State College extension 
entomologist. 


The Hessian fly is one of che 
insects that attacks wheat in 
both fall-and spring. The insect’s 
larvae (maggots) feeds beneath 
the leaf sheath, usually next to 
the ground. That’s the reason the 
fly is dangerous. : 

The fly. overwinters in the 
‘flaxseed” stage on the wheat. 
Maggots that come out of the 
“flaxseed” in the spring become 
the flies that lay the eggs for 
the spring generation. . 


The only way to contro] the 
insect is by planting wheat in 
the autumn after the late sum- 
mer generation of the insect: has 
died off: That prevents damage 
to the wheat in the fall from the 
maggots and cuts down on. the 
number of flies overwintering 
for the spring generation. 

Janes advises farmers who 
have been having trouble with 
Hessian fly to plant their. wheat 
later than the fly-free date—if 
the ‘wheat can make enough 
growth before its dormant per- 
iod. A late fall, he. explains, 
sometimes upsets the calculat- 
ions on the fly-free date and 
some flies continue to lay eggs.
